SAN REMO, April 19.—The sultan 
wi] remain in Constantinople despite 

President Wilson’s proposal that he be 
expelled. Turkey will remain an inde- 
pendent state under the league of na- 
tions. The “ Big Three” this morning 
decided this and other important de- 
tails in the Turkish treaty, which they 
expect to complete in a rough draft 
by tomorrow night. 

Following this morning's session the 
Turkish government has been notified 
to send a delegation to Paris on May 5 
to receive the treaty. 

The council considered President 
Wilson’s note which was sent after the: 
London conference, wherein the presi-. 
dent insisted that the Turkish govern: 
ment be thrown out of Europe and 
that Armenia be created an autono- 
mous state. 

Reply to Wilson Held Up. 

The reply to Mr. Wilson has not been 
decided upon, but the “Big Three” 
definitely rejected his suggestion be- 
use no nation is willing to assume 
the esponsibility of a mandate for 
Armenia without some guarantee for 
defraying the expenses of the admin- 

The “Big Three’ have decided to 
permit the Turks to retain a small po- 
lice force and a few troops in Constan- 
lnople. It is not believed the latter

Allied naval units will patrol the 
Dardanelles, keeping open the route

The northern frontier of Turkey in 
Europe is not decided, although the 
Enos-Media line, which was discussed 
during the peace conference in Paris 
last year, received strong support 
from every one except the Greeks. 

Would Change Boundary. 

Last year the Greeks accepted the 
Enos-Media line in consideration. for 
setting the whole ef Thrace, but since 
the Thracian question still is unsettled, 
Venizelos contends that the Turkish 
boundary should be further south. | 

The frontier in Asia Minor will be 
fixed, although the allocation of the 
territories to be taken away may. not 
be decided. Palestine and Syria’ will 
be disposed of after the treaty is writ- 
ten. In any event they will not re- 
main under the Turkish rule. |

Exchequer Report Makes 
Splendid Showing.

_LONDON, April 19.—Austen Cham- 
berlain, chancellor of the exchequer, 
introducing the budget today-in the 
house of commons, painted a bright 
picture of Great Britain's financial 
‘condition.

£71,000,000 ($350,000,000); and the float- 
‘ing debt was reduced £100,000,000 
($500,000,000). 

The government has decided to do 
no more borrowing to balance expend- 
itures. The only future borrowing 
will be on short loans to meet the float- 


: ling debt. Expenditures next year are 


estimated at £1,777,452, 000 ($5,700,000,- 
000) ‘and revenue at £1,341,650,000 
leaving £164,000,000 
($800,000,000) for reduction of debt. 
There will be few new taxes.

Concluding, Mr. Chamberlain said

A good showing was expected, 
but nothing so optimistic as this.

MOSCOW, April 17, via London, 
April 19.—Lettland will make peace 
with soviet Russia, but will not get 
such favorable terms as would have 
been possible four months ago. Had 
lthe Letts been represented at the Dor- 
pat conference at which was signed the 
first peace with the soviets they prob- 
ably would have received concessions 
on as many points from Russia as did 
Bsthonia. Now their demands for 
‘machinery, transport, and forest con- 
cessions, and a sigre of the gold re- 
serve probably will be coldly received. 

Concerning Lettland assuming a’ 
share of the Russian national debt and 
receiving part of the gold reserve, 
Joffre, head of the Russian delegation, 
said: 

“That is a matter to be decided by 
negotiations with all countries. Russia 
still considers the foreign obligations | 
of the czarist government canceled. 
Therefore until this question is de- 
cided in relation to other governments 
it cannot become a part of the treaty 
with Lettland.”

The allies may make another war by what 
they do to Turkey and Asia Minor, but what they 
do they would do regardless of our participation. 

We know that we cannot be isolated, but we also 
know that we cannot be controlling in Europe. 
Our idealism after all is an easy estate. It arises 
from a continent which has few international 
troubles and a great deal of satisfied and peaceful 
life. We are not out grabbing things because we 
are pretty well contented with what we have. 

In European councils we cut about the same 
figure that an evangelistic exhorter would in a po- 
litical caucus. Our great moral influence in 
Europe is exactly nothing, when it is applied in 
diplomatic gatherings. We are allowed to say the 
benediction over the accomplished facts. 

If the United States had the sanity to develop its 
strength and base its own policies firmly upon 
them it could have a determining voice in affairs of 
Europe which were likely to produce war involv- 
ing America.

Lake Michigan, especially the steel 
heads. In other places these fishes are 
caught regularly and it seems some 
one in this neck of the woods ought 
to sole the problem. J. C. Knight, 
Kalamazoo, Mich., writes: 

‘I have been interested in your talks 
on steel heads and lake or Mackinaw 
trout, as I have caught hundreds of 
both at Charlevoix, Mich., in Lake 
Michigan and Pine lake, which is a 
large lake connected with Lake Michi- 
gan by a channel. We get the lake 
trout in Lake Michigan and the steel 
heads in Pine lake. 

“The steel heads first appeared at 
Charlevoix about seven ‘years ago. 
They are the gamest fish I ever caught 
and are on the go from the minute 
they strike until you have them in the 
boat. They average from two to five 
pounds; the largest I ever caught 
weighed seven and one-half pounds. 

“TI use a casting rod with either a 
fluted tralling spoon or a Delavan spin- 
ner, with a shiner on the hook, fish-f 


Every angler who has ever taken | 
the steel head is enthusiastic about its} 
game qualities. Dr. Henshell says: 

“The steel head, or salmon trout, is 
the trimmest and most graceful and 
the gamest of all the trout species, 
being more ‘salmonlike’ in shape’ and 
appearance. Jt rises eagerly to the fly, 
and when hooked breaks water repeat- 
edly like a black bass. It is very try- 
ing to light tackle and must be care- 
fully handled by the angler... As a 
food fish it excels all of the trout spe- 
cies, as might be surmised.” 


William Harris said: ‘“ They are fiy 
takers when in the streams and when 
found on shallow ledges of rocks and 
on the bars when in the lower waters. 
.On taking a natural bait the steel head 
is apt to surge deep, but when fast- 
ened on the artificial feathers, for 
which he rises eagerly, is an acrobat, 
leaping repeatedly from the water.”
